In ad 
dition to this, there were sixteen roads 
ordered to be sold by the courts. but 
which have not yet been disposed of.- 
These roads have a mileage of 2,388 
miles, $128 830,400 in bonds and debt, 
and $126,921,900 shares capital, Tiuis 
shows the remarkable liquidation 
ameng the railroads of the country, 
which grows directly out of the panic 
of 1873 and the depression that suc. 
ceeded it.

Brilliant Wedding of Mr R. ®. Jet 
feries, of Atlanta, to Miss Hattie 
Gould, of Augusta.

pertained to the case. The state had been 
shown one side of the case here making Jau:t son 
ite debtor, byt when Jackson had covered him- 
self with some ‘told documents" in his posecsgion 
be suddenly swept down here upon us from 
Wilmington, and what a change was made. 
But let us keep to the thread of the matter. It 
is proper to say that Mr Jackson came here, not 
only aymed with his paper witnesses, but he 
came also, as it now appears, with vonsgioris jn- 
tegrity, an honesty that feared not, He ap- 
peared at once in the presence of our governor 
and asked a hearing before him. Gov. Coiquitt 
just and fearlesg himseli, could yot refuse such 
@ reqnest, and accorded Mr. Jackson a hearing 
on the following evening. The seene in the ex- 
ecutive office on that right was one long to be 
remembered by all present. There was assem- 
bled before the governor Senator B. H. Hill, 
Senator John B Gordon, both being preseut 
by the request of Senator Bayard, of Delawers 
Also, there was present Attorney General My 
Also, Mr. Samuel M, Harrington, of Wilming- 
ton, Delaware, and Mr. Reuben Arnold, of our 
city, as counsel_fjr Mr. Jackson. Also, Mr. J, 
‘H,..Pottei; Maf Jackson's bondsman, and others 
as spectators. 
The governor first requested the reading of 
the papers, which was proceeded with by Mr. 
Hatrington in so carefu!) a manner that nota 
word was lost. From ail which it appeared 
thatin 1470, Foster Blodgett as superintendent 
under Bullock of the Western and Atiantic rail- 
road, gave the note of the road for $7,022, in part 
payment for the sleeping car, the State of Geor- 
gia, built by the Jackson and Sharp conipapy, 
until 1872, when Mr, Jackson, the preaident af 
the company, appeared here before a legisiative 
committee in Atlanta, and demanded 
payment of this note. This note 
had been made payable to H ] 
Kimball, and was by him indorsed to the Jack- 
sonand Sharp company. After consid¢rable 
delay the state paid to the company the face of 
the note, leaving at that time unpaid aboat 
nine hundred dollars ef interest. Four years 
after this payment some one outside of the 
state represented toour authorities that this 
payment was improper, on account of equities 
existing between the Jackson and Sharp com- 
pany and H. I. himball; which equities it 
was supposed yiade it @ criminal agton the 
pert of Mr) Jackson to coliect the note of $70 22. 
As the Western and Atlantic railroad be:onged 
to the state, its note was iu reality the note of 
the state, and this gave thestate the supposed 
interest in this matter, and caused Mr. Jacx- 
son’s arrest by the state. But it fursher ap- 
peared from Mr. Jackson's papers thst the 
Jackson end Sharp vompaay and Mr. Kimball 
had not settled, and that (he company had pro« 
tested notes and drafts on Kimball, amounting 
to a large balance in favor of the company, due 
from Kimball 

In addition to this, it was shown that the 
Jackson and Sha’p company, did not know that 
the state of Georgia had any claim against Kim- 
ball, or that any was contemplated, and in fact 
it did not appear before the governor that the 
state had ever made any claim against Kimball 
to this day, so the case was simply this, that 
Jackson had bven arrested, because the étaie 
had five years ago, paidits honest debt en its 
own note tothe Jackson and Sharp company, 
less nine hundred dollars of interest, which was 
stillunpaid. At this polat, Senator Hili re- 
marked in his pungent manuer, that the arrest 
was simply an outrage, and that the authoritics 
and attorney’s of the state nad been grossly im- 
posed upon. Senator Gordon expressed much 
regret at the arrest, as from the facts, Jackson 
was innocent of a shadow of 


wrong, no facts having appeared to justify fur_ 
ther investigation of the matter before the 
governor the reading of the p*pers was s# pen- 
ded Then there wassilence. Not a voice was 
raised to justify the arrest. Ase the brilliance 
of the chandilier in the executive office threw 
its lights upon the faces of those present, an ex~ 
pression of painful regret was visible vtpou the 
countenance of eyery one. The governor at 
last broke the silence, and remarked tc Mr. 
Jackson, that he would confer with the attor- 
neye for the state and then communicate with 
him, but addedin the kindest manner: ‘‘Mr. 
Jackson when do you desire to return home?” 
And notwithstanding the formal commurica- 
tion of the governor was to be made in writing, 
the decision of his heart was made known in 
that sentence, and no heart present could but 
feel that this decision tbat night, which for apt- 
ness and kindness was without a parallei—nev- 
er a judgment so quaintly stated, never cue so 
kindly made, and never ove more justly given: 
Mr. Jackson arose to answer 
the governor. The facts had 
acquitted and vindicated him. No words could 
haye added to their conc!usive force, and Mr- 
Jackson's answer proved him to be a man cf ac- 
tiou, rather than words. He stated that ifthe 
governor was satisfied, he desired to return 
home tbe next day, 

And on the next day the governor delit ered 
to Mr. Jackson his official answer in the form of 
al autograph ietter, as foliows: 


StaTeE OF GEORGIA, 
EX&CUTIVE DEPARTMENT 
ATLANTA. Ga, Dec 221, 1877. 
Mr. JoB H. Jackson, Wiimington, La —Dear 
Sir: it gives me pleasure to say upor a fuli 
hearing of the facts in the case o} the state 
agaiust yourself, I am satisfied that the crimina! 
suit was brought under a misapprehension. The 
executive has no right or power to interfere 
with the judicial department of the govern- 
ment or its proceedings. Yet, I shall advise that 
a ‘nollie prosequi’’ be entered in the case on 
the ground that the facts fully vindicate you. 
It is due you that I make this statement and 
express my regret for the unpleasant circum-~ 
stances that have attended the matter. 
It is due to the state and the attorneys that I 
should also say that the :nformation we had, 
unexplained, justified in our view the course 
taken.
